European and regional precedents inspire the work of a southeastern Pennsylvania firm. By Will Holloway 


s the suburbs of Philadelphia expanded to the north and the 
west in the early-20th century, firms such as Mellor, Meigs & 
Howe came to prominence designing French Norman and 


English Cotswold country es- 

tates for the city’s elite. At the 
same time and in the same environs — mainly 
Montgomery, Bucks and Chester counties — 
R. Brognard Okie gained acclaim reinterpret- 
ing Pennsylvania Colonial farmhouses. 

Today, three quarters of a century later, the 
regional idiom created in part by those archi- 
tects pervades much of the contemporary res- 
idential architecture being built throughout 
the Delaware Valley. By designing houses that 
reflect local history, terrain, climate and ma- 
terials, West Chester, PA-based Archer & Bu- 
chanan Architecture, Ltd., is continuing the 
tradition of Mellor, Meigs & Howe and Okie 
= creating regionally appropriate architecture 
suited to its time. 


Foundations 

Archer & Buchanan principles Peter Archer, 
AIA, Richard Buchanan, AIA, and Daniel Rus- 
soniello, AIA, are all natives of southeastern 
Pennsylvania. Archer and Buchanan met while 
working at the Berwyn, PA, office of Peter 
Zimmerman Architects. Archer had come to 
Zimmerman’s office in 1989 after earning his 
masters in architecture from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1982 and doing commercial 
and institutional work for seven years. Bu- 
chanan had come to Zimmerman’s office in 
1990 after receiving his masters in architec- 
ture from the University of British Columbia. 
The two founded Archer & Buchanan in 1996. 
Russoniello joined the practice in 2003 after 
earning his masters in architecture in 1981 
from the University of Pennsylvania — where

he'd known Archer — and working on institutional projects for several years 
at two Philadelphia firms, GBQC Architects and Ballinger Architects. 
Although educated primarily in Modernism, the principles point to their 


studies and travels in Europe as crucial to fur- 
thering their understanding and appreciation 
of European architectural traditions. As an un- 
dergraduate at Bucknell University, for exam- 
ple, Buchanan spent a year in Florence, “That 
was an extraordinarily important event in my 
life — to study in Europe for a long period of 
time so that I was able to immerse myself in 
all of those influences that are part of why we 
do what we do today,” he says. “While you 
would never mistake a Chester County farm- 
house for an Italian palazzo, I think that the 
European influence pervades everything we 
do on the East Coast of the United States.” A 
few years later, while at the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia, Buchanan spent a semester in 
Spain at the Escola Técnica Superior d’Arquitectura 
de Barcelona, where he says he became more 
flexible in his thinking about a traditional basis 
for architecture. “At that time there was a lot 
of interesting work going on that was both tra- 
ditional and Modern,” he says. “I would credit 
that experience with really jelling my enthu- 
siasm for how the old and new can not only 
complement each other, but also blend togeth- 
er in harmony.” 

Archer & Buchanan’s application of Euro- 
pean traditions in southeastern Pennsylvania is 
not dissimilar to what Mellor, Meigs & Howe 
was doing almost a century earlier. “Having 
traveled and studied all over Europe, they com- 
bined these influences into a series of wonder- 
ful homes and large country properties that 
were not specifically English, French, German 
or Spanish, but really brought together the 


best of those things,” says Buchanan. “As can

be seen largely in the Chestnut Hill area, but also on Philadelphia’s Main 
Line and out toward Unionville, they developed an architecture that be- 
came uniquely their own. That is what interests us — we really like and 
admire their use of materials and their emphasis on traditional form. I 
think those traditional forms came together to create a locally appropriate 
architecture and, in that regard, we are working very hard to do that kind 
of thing ourselves.’ 

"I appreciate all good architecture regardless of style and period — 
historic through very modern," says Archer. 
*We were all trained much more in Modern- 
ism, but I've always loved the traditional as 
well — the return to traditional architecture 
over the past 15 to 20 years has driven our 
practice. But it's not necessarily just the idea 
of being traditional, it's also the wav that 
things are made — built well, built thorough ly 
and thoughtfully and built to last.” 


Form and Function 


While Archer & Buchanan’s designs are clear- 
ly rooted in the past, the firm is not simply 
creating replicas of historic Chester County 
farmhouses or English country homes. W hat 
it is doing is applying time-te sted c design tra- 
ditions and material choices to 21st-century 
homes while taking into account a century of 
social and technical change. 

“Social differences really center on the way 
we live and whether we have domestic staff or 
not,” says Buchanan. “Typically, the situation 
that is presented to us is to design a house that 
-in staff, and the 
kitchen is very much the center of the home, 
no matter how lavish the house. As the kitchen 
has become more and more important, there 
has been a tendency to build all of the tradi- 
tional rooms — the sitting room, the dining 
room, the library, the formal stair hall — and 
then build it all over again informally as the

kitchen, family room, back stair, mudroom 
and breakfast bay. What you really wind up 
with is a house that is the same thing times 
two, because you have one for formal use and 
one for everyday use.” 

Buchanan says that by not duplicating 
rooms, the firm has been able to build smaller 
hones, “What we are trying to do is overcome

the tendency to build huge homes by reintegrating the way people live. We 
look at how we can bring the best aspects of the house — the formal, tradi- 
tional, beautiful parts of the home — into ev eryday use the way they were in 
everyday use a hundred years ago, when people lived more formally, ” he 
says. “We'd rather double the cost per square foot and put the money into 
beautiful materials, antique finishes, antique details, hardware, handmade 
windows, hand-blown glass — those kinds of things — and let people really 
live with and enjoy those things.” 

On the technical side, the evolution of telecommunications, lighting, 
heating, cooling and entertainment systems has simplified their integra- 
tion into traditionally styled homes. “Ten years ago, we were designing 
special built-ins to accommodate computers,” says Buchanan. “Today it’s 
all wireless internet and flat screens. All of that stuff has really allowed us 
to make the technology disappear. Often we find that the most technolog- 
ically advanced houses are also the most successful in expressing tradition- 
al forms. That seems paradoxical, but when you think about it logically, it’s 
terrific. Now we can conceal a flat-screen television in a vertical drawer 
that slides behind a panel above a fireplace, so that the television can dis- 
appear entirely. In its place you’ve e got beautiful sconces and a lov ely paint- 
ing and none of this nonsense with panels moving up and down to hide the 
television. That has made a big difference in the w ay that we are designing 
houses now — they look and feel much more traditional because we're not 
burdened with the clunky technology that we've had to accommodate over 
the last 30 to 40 years. Mercifully, we are now into a period where tech- 
nology can be so concealed that it has no form, and the house can return 
to a beautiful expression of traditional forms and materials." 


New Homes 


New construction accounts for roughly 40 to 45 percent — about five to 
seven new houses a year — of Archer & Buchanan's work. While the designs 
vary stylistically, the firm applies a similar planning approach to each proj- 

t. “Whether a Pennsylvania farmhouse style, a Shingle style, an English 
country-house style or a French style,” says Archer, “the planning principles 
carry though in a lot of respects — from the experience of coming off the 
road, the approach to the house, the arrival at the house, the entrance to 
the house and then the movement though the house, as far as taking advan- 
tage of views, light, circulation, the connection between the house and the 
outdoors — all the things that tie a particular house to a site.” 

Ten or so miles southwest of West Chester in the village of Unionville, 
for example, a 5,200-sq.ft. Archer & Buchanan design sits on the crest of 
a hill and is enr by a driveway that curves behind the house to reveal 
a Mellor, Meigs & Howe- inspired tower. “The tower becomes the signal 
for the way you approach the site," says Buchanan. "It also allowed us to 
hinge the house and turn the plan to really respond to views in lots of 
directions." The master-bedroom wing and a kitchen/family room wing 
extend at slight angles from opposite ends of the predominately stone

six-over-nine windows, 8x10 window-pane proportion — the house also 
seamlessly fits the character of the region. 

In the rolling hills south of West Chester just over the Delaware state 
line, Archer & Buchanan designed a house that draws on the English coun- 
try houses of the Cotswolds and early-20th-century houses of the region. 
The result is a stone house with a heavy, overhanging wood-shingle roof. 
In this case, the focus was on maximizing natural light. “The client w ant- 
ed a very strong, glass-filled front of the house with light streaming in, 
says Archer. “We couldn’t give them enough light.” 

“To achieve this effect, we worked with the form to create shade, shadow 
and depth, as well as those senses of sheltering that each gesture makes — the 
strong chimney, the big roof, the deep overhangs,” says Buchanan. “We were 
able to overcome what could conceivably have turned into a glass-box kind 
of a feeling,” 

Not all of Archer & Buchanan’s designs are based on local precedent. 
The firm has designed a handful of Shingle-style homes over the years, 
including a 5,100-sq.ft. residence in West Chester that was completed i in 
2001. The Shingle style, Buchanan says, allows the firm to be much more

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expressive and inventive within traditional forms. “This was for an older 
couple who had spent years in really wonderful, perfectly restored, gen- 
uine period farmhouses,” he says. “In building this house, they w nantes to 
draw on the collective memories of their childhoods in ‘hie Adirondacks 
and enjoy a much more whimsical kind of architecture. That led us to the 
Shingle style and lots of playful forms — shed dormers that pop out in dif- 
ferent places and huge, chunky brackets.” The plan also takes advantage of 
the site, which slopes down from east to west, by allowing for a 26-ft.- 
wide stone arch on the south side that admits the owner’s antique cars 
into the basement. 

A structure in northern Chester County strays even further from local 
precedent. Here, Archer & Buchanan designed a structure for an avid col- 
lector of J.R.R. Tolkien memorabilia based on the imagery of a Hobbit 
house — complete with a 54-in.-dia. round entry door. “We said that we 
were not going to make it Hollywood, but that we would remain sensitive 
to this region through our use of materials,” says Archer. “There is an orig- 
inal stone wall that runs right through the middle of the property from 
when it was farmed 100 to 200 years ago — the front of the building actu- 

ally rises out of that wall.” Because the structure appears somewhat fanci- 
ful by nature, it would be easy to overlook the quality of its craftsmanship 
and materiis, including ornate carved elements, a butterfly window cus- 
tom made by a local cabinetmaker, antique floors and handmade French 
roof tile. It is also, according to Buchanan, an extreme example of the 
firm’s philosophy of building smaller and better. “It is absolutely diminu- 


tive,” he says, “but extremely good — it’s a jewel box of architecture.” 


Blending Old and New 


Renovations and additions account for about half of Archer & Buchanan’s 
work, ranging from urban apartments to rural estates. In the exclusive 
Rittenhouse Square neighborhood of Philadelphia, for example, the firm 
recently gutted and renovated two adjoining apartments composed of 
dark, boxy rooms, combining them into one 4,000-sq.ft. open-plan space 
with an emphasis on natural light. “This was a departure from our typical 
work,” says Archer. “We are of no one style — in this case the architecture 
is expressed in a very contemporary manner.” 

The renovated apartment showcases the client’s art collection and facil- 
itates social events; Archer describes its '/2-in.-thick floor-to-ceiling glass 
doors as being akin to modern sculpture. “Because the clients had always 
lived in houses and had much more contemporary tastes, they wanted 
something along those lines in their new space,” he says. “We took them 
another step into Modernism, which they appreciated — they loved it so 
much that they moved in when it was only about halfway complete.” 

Over the past 10 years, Archer & Buchanan has completed five proj- 
ects in a 10,000-sq.ft. house in Bryn Mawr that was designed by R. Brog- 
nard Okie in 1934. As a child, Buchanan went to school with the original 
owner’s grandson and played in the house; it seems appropriate that he 
would be designing its alterations 30 years later. 

“In Okie’s particular adaptation of the Pennsylvania farmhouse, the 
work tends to incorporate smaller windows and a diminutive scale of 
things,” says Buchanan. “While it is a large house, it tends to be a little bit 
of a dark house. Rather than blow holes in this wonderful, marvelously 
crafted piece of work, we elected to do things like add a traditional con- 
servatory to one end that allows the owners to really live in a sun-filled 
space year-round. In those ways, we adapt traditional forms to the way 
that people want to live today.” 

Other projects in the house have included a new master-bedroom suite 
and a new kitchen. “We were able to open up the kitchen, the butler’s 
pantry, the maid’s dining room, the larder and the breakfast room to cre- 
ate a much more open series of spaces — the kitchen/family/breakfast 
space — and then a nice family entry coming 
up from below,” says Buchanan. 

“The great success is that it is absolutely 
seamless as to what was original and what 
has been done over the past 10 years there,” 
says Archer. “The home has clearly main- 
tained its harmony.”

Institutional Work 


Archer & Buchanan’s institutional work, a small but growing component 
of the practice, began when Russoniello joined the firm in 2003. “As 
Richard and Peter expanded the firm, they started seeing that a number of 
the residential clients who sat in influential positions started passing on 
some work of a non- residential nature — whether from businesses they 
owned or boards they sat on,’ ' says Russoniello. “With my background 
being almost exclusively on the institutional side, they thought it might be 
a good time to not let those kinds of commissions go ‘by and invited me in 
to help expand that aspect of the practice.” 

The firm’s institutional projects in the last few years have ranged from 
the master planning and the design of additions at the Sagamore Resort in 
upstate New York to projects on the campuses of Swarthmore College and 
Drexel and Immaculata universities. In 2003, in a project known as the 
Marshall Square Park Development, the firm redeveloped an outdated 
nursing home in West Chester, transforming it into family housing. “The 
property includes an historic mansion, and when that mansion was no 
longer used as a residence it was bought and used as a nursing home,” says 
Russoniello. “Added to the mansion were a series of single-story wings. It 
was set in the middle of a residential neighborhood — so it took on a very 
institutional use that was out of place in the neighborhood. The developer 
bought it with the idea of tearing off the wings, restoring the mansion and 
building a series of individual houses based on a prototype design. 

“The project was very successful because it restored downtown housing 
for families in a neighborhood that really deserved it, took adv antage of the 
park, saved the old mansion and brought people back into the downtown.”

On the campus of Drexel University in Philadelphia, Archer & Bu- 
chanan orchestrated the renovation and adaptive re-use of a turn-of-the- 
20th-century mansion that had been vacant for almost 20 years. “Drexel 
was faced with an historic building in the center of campus. Like a lot of 
institutions that have residential-type buildings on campus, the challenge is 
how to best adapt the structure for modern institutional functions and yet 
remain a good neighbor by contributing to the historic fabric of the com- 
munity,” says Russoniello. 

Drexel opted to use the mansion as a student common, adapting indi- 
vidual rooms as study areas, dining areas and offices for club organizations. 
Public bathrooms, an elevator and fire stairs were also added. “Our task 
was to work within the original footprint of the building to provide for new 
uses, but also to restore the elements that reflect the period of the house 
and the craftsmanship that went into it — leaded glass in the staircase, a 
beautiful monumental stair. Since the rooms are more period in style, we 
brought in colors and finishes around the fireplaces that preserve the 
integrity of the spaces while really giving them a lively kind of flavor.” 

“This project was among our first that combined bringing traditional res- 
idential craft and detail orientation to an institutional client,” says Buchanan. 
“The university architects were concerned that the building would be de- 
stroyed by the students if we made it too ‘nice? We contended that, by mak- 
ing it nice and doing it well, the students would respect and look after the 
space. It’s been in use for four years now and it looks great. The students real- 
ly enjoy it — I think it gives them a sense of civility and pride of place.” 


Durable Design 


Whether a new home, renovation, addition, institutional project or barn — 
the firm has completed some 50 barns from Virginia to New York — Archer 
& Buchanan’s designs share in common an emphasis on quality materials 
and enduring design. “We took a tour of English country houses a couple 
of years ago, and looked around the Hampstead Garden Suburb, which is a 
mixed-use community built at the turn of the 20th century,” says Buchanan. 
“All of those wonderful old houses continue to be so appealing because 
their materials — clay, brick and protected woodwork — all aged so beauti- 
fully. I think that if an investor or a dev eloper took a very long view of those 
kinds of construction, they would study Hampstead Garden Suburb rather 
than luxury mass housing, and really learn something. 

"We're trying to apply that to the work that we’re doing for our clients, 
who come to us because they are at a point in their lives and in their thought 
process where they want to make an investment in quality construction. So 
we encourage them to use slate, clay tile, heavy wood — the kinds of mate- 
rials that are going to age beautifully.” 

“We want the houses, additions and renovations that we design,” says 
Archer, “to be the houses 50 and 100 years from now that are looked upon 
as wonderful examples of architecture at the turn of this century.” m

Grecian Ohio 


In the first of an occasional series on regional styles, a local architect and historian argues that the early architecture of 


Ohio represents a vital chapter of American architectural history. By William Heyer 


hio’s early architecture is at the 

heart of a mature American Clas- 

sicism linking the life of our ex- 

panding nation with the beauty 
and timelessness of ancient Greece. Through- 
out the 17th state are many fine examples of 
an energetic, intelligent Classicism that con- 
tinues to inspire a new generation of archi- 
tects and designers. 

Ohio grew dramatically after the American 
Revolution and settlers came from every one of 
the original colonies with high ideals and de- 
termination. Many walked from New England 
and Philadelphia, PA, lured by news of the inte- 
rior country’s fertile ground and other natural 
resources. By 1840, with the help of a growing 
canal system, Ohio was the third wealthiest 
and third most populous state. Even by 1820, 
Ohio could boast of its multicultural popula- 
tion represented by newcomers from Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania 
and Virginia. In fact, the southwest portion of 
Ohio was set aside for Virginia's Revolution- 
ary War veterans and the northern portion was 
set aside for Connecticut as part of the West- 
ern Reserve. 

In the first half of the 19th century, Grecian 
architecture was blooming in the East. Formed 
by the rediscovery of ancient Greece and the 
subsequent publication of its ancient monu- 
ments, architects like Benjamin Latrobe in 
Philadelphia, Alexander Jackson Davis in New 
York City and William Jay in Savannah, GA, 
helped the Grecian movement become an Am- 
erican phenomenon, which eventually perme- 


ated the country as our first national architecture. Ohio settlers brought this 
nascent movement with them and many of the leading Grecian architects 
eventually settled in the new western states: William Strickland in Nashville, 
TN, Francis Costigan in southern Indiana and Isaiah Rogers in Cincinnati, 
OH. Others are recorded as building here: Minard Lafever, Thomas U. 


Walter, Davis and Latrobe. By the 1830s and 
40s, Ohio was an important workshop of Clas- 
sicism. Talbot Hamlin, in his landmark book 
Greek Revival Architecture in America (Dover Pub- 
lications, 1964) notes that in Ohio, *the result 
architecturally was a happy cross-fertilization, 
evident even in the early period. Inventiveness 
and novelty were as much a part of the picture 
as was traditional building.” 

The Ohio Statehouse in Columbus (1838- 
1861) is considered one of the most important 
Grecian structures of the 19th century. De- 
signed by a series of architects after a national 
competition, this Doric temple to democra- 
cy and good taste is a powerful tribute to 
America’s idealism and identity as successor 
to Greece and Rome. What makes the building 
so memorable is its use of bold Classical forms 
expressing the strength, economy and timeless- 
ness of good government. The front (west) octo- 
stylos in antis portico (i.e., recessed porch with 
eight columns between antae, or square piers 
attached to the walls) is a reference to the Par- 
thenon, while the large rectangular mass of the 
building alludes to the temple form with its use 
of continuous Doric pilasters, entablature, tri- 
glyphs and metopes around the perimeter. The 
western pediment “floating” above the entabla- 
ture completes the temple reference and draws 
the eye to a unique cupola designed by William

tholos and interior rotunda, following tradition, honor a sacred person 
or idea. Here, they signify and memorialize good democratic govern- 
ment, eternal and sacred to the people. The interior Roman rotunda in 
combination with the Grecian exterior reflects an impressive under- 
standing of the unifying nature of Classicism. The simple yet inventive 


composition of the Ohio Statehouse makes it 
one of the most monumental Classical struc- 
tures in the country. 

In contrast to the statehouse, most Ohio 
Grecian buildings are found not in Columbus 
or other large cities but in the small towns 
throughout the state. Lancaster, just to the 
southeast of Columbus, is one example. On 
a central hill in Lancaster known as Square 
13 — with street names of those of downtown 
Philadelphia — is an exemplary concentration 
of Federal and Grecian homes. Because of the 
transitional timeframe in which it was built 
(1810-1850), Lancaster is an interesting model 
of a hybrid transition from Federal to Grecian 
architecture. The Reese-Peters House (1834), 
for example, is based on the massing of Phil- 
adelphia Grecian townhouses yet has Federal 
motifs like the window lintels and a curious 
entry portico — exactly the portico by Benja- 
min that appeared in his pattern book The 
Practice of Architecture (1833). In this portico, 
the Corinthian entablature is supported by 
composite columns, an elegant Roman addi- 
tion. Much of the interior detailing derives 
from plates in Lafever’s Modern Builders Guide 
(1833), another popular reference for Ohio’s 
Grecian builders. Benjamin’s playfulness and 
Lafever’s elegance, as delineated in these pat- 
tern books, elevated this house and much of

Recognizing Grecian Architecture 


WHEN ANCIENT GREEK ARCHITECTURE was recorded and pub- 
lished in the middle of the 18th century, it opened a new chapter in 
Classical architecture. James “Athenian” Stuart and Nicholas Revett, 
members of the Dilettanti Society in England, set out on an adven- 
ture in 1751 to precisely record those monuments for posterity. The 
first volume of their Antiquities of Athens was published in 1762 and 
the results were almost immediate. A new era of magnificent Grecian 
architecture throughout Europe and America began. Its I9th-century 


permeation of America made it our national architecture. Examples

Avery Downer House in Granville (1842), designed by Lafever, stands to- 
day as one of America’s finest Grecian buildings. It is a wood-framed 
temple-form house with an Ionic two-story central portico modeled dir- 
ectly on the Temple of the Illisus in Athens — drawings of which were 
found in James Stuart and Nicholas Rev- 
ett's Antiquities of Athens (1762) and in var- 
ious American pattern books of the 1830s. 
The Doric wings of the house are mod- 
eled directly on the Temple of Hephaestos 
in Athens, and the frontispiece combines 
the entablature of the Choragic Monument 
of Thrasyllus and the capitals of the Cor- 
inthian Tower of the Winds in Athens — 
both also found in Grecian pattern books 
of the day. In the end, the Avery Downer 
House — at once Doric, Ionic and Corin- 
thian — stands as the preeminent example 
of Ohio Grecian architecture. 
Connecticut's Western Reserve in the 
northern part of the state spans from the 
eastern border across more than half of 
Ohio. Here, the Grecian movement also 
found fertile ground. The Presbyterian Fe- 
male Seminary (1847) in Norwalk, some 
60 miles west of Cleveland, is a unique

include the U.S. Capitol by Benjamin Latrobe, the Tennessee State 
Capitol by William Strickland, plantations in Natchez, MS, and court- 
houses and stately homes from Maine to Oregon. Easily recognizable, 
these buildings are Classically proportioned, frequently temple-like in 
form and contain detailing based directly on their ancient Greek 
predecessors. American Grecian architecture includes the Doric, 
lonic or Corinthian order, which Minard Lafever details in his 1833 
book, Modern Builders Guide (illustrated below), another popular 
reference for Ohio's Grecian builders. 
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Corinthian is the most ornate of the Classical 
orders. Its acanthus leaves, cauliculus and helix are 
seen in this detail of the monument of Lysicrates 
at Athens. 


models from Grecian pattern books. The front Ionic distylos in antis porti- 
co (i.e., two columns between antae) is strikingly similar to churches de- 
signed by Lafever and Benjamin. The interior is now a residence but the 
current owner has carefully retained elements of the old seminary, includ- 
ing original door casings, newels, bases and 
exquisite timber roof trusses. This builing, 
thankfully, has been fully measured and re- 
corded by South Bend, IN-based architect 
Thomas Gordon Smith and students of the 
University of Notre Dame’s School of Ar- 
chitecture. It stands today as another model 
of Ohio’s inventive Classicism. 

Not far away in Brownhelm, OH, near 
Lake Erie and about 40 miles west of Cleve- 
land, lies a foundation marking the place 
where the Joseph Swift House (1840), an 
important addition to the Ohio Grecian tra- 
dition, once stood. The form is remarkable 
as an Ohio one-story Grecian farmhouse 
with beautiful Ionic proportions and inter- 
columniations in antis and an atypical floor 
plan. The window surrounds on either end 
of the front elevation reveal a Grecian de- 
sign only found elsewhere in designs of La- 
fever, although there is no direct evidence 
of his involvement. As Swift was originally

Tragically, it burned to the ground in 
the 1920s, but rare photographs and drawings still exist and the Western 
Reserve Library in Cleveland preserves historical abstracts that tell the his- 
tory of Swift and his important house. 

An oft-bypassed aspect of Ohio Grecian architecture is the fusion of 
Gothic and Grecian forms in the 1840s and '50s. Inventive examples of 
this hybrid architecture leave one quite comfortable with young Ohio's 
ability to speak several languages of architecture simultaneously. The 
Masonic Temple, built in Lancaster in 1845, is Grecian in form with a 
temple front and a frontispiece modeled on the Thrasyllus monument in 
Athens; yet it has large Gothic arched windows at the nave. This Classical 
temple, with Gothic elements, is still based on primary sources from 
Athens, giving it stature above later Victorian excesses where forms 
become almost unrecognizable. Examples of this hybridization abound in 
Ohio (including the Congregational Church in Atwater [1841]), revealing 
the influence of Christopher Wren's own hybrid designs, such as St. 
Clement Danes in London. 

Many other examples of thoughtful Grecian architec- 

ture can be found throughout the state — courthouses in

THE FORUM 


A Natural Pairing 


Historic preservation and sustainability go hand in hand. By Marilyn Casto 


ustainability is now a hot topic in the fields of architecture and 
building, and rightfully so. It is widely understood that new con- 
struction should be created using environmentally responsible 
materials and techniques. Less recognized are the ways in which 
sustainability can be partnered with historic preservation. 

Sustainability refers to the use of building materials and techniques in 
a responsible manner that minimizes environmental impact for both pres- 
ent and future generations. The concept involves a holistic approach that 
addresses the chain of how building products are made and transported 
to a building site, how they perform in the structure and the ways in 
which old materials are disposed. This might involve selecting materials 
because their manufacture does not produce undesirable byproducts or it 
might mean specifying products that are biodegradable. Materials that do 
not give off VOCs or other dangerous emissions are a part of sustainabil- 
ity. Buildings that do not consume excessive energy are also part of the 
concept. Sustainability in design is an essential part of efforts to save the 
environment from damaging exploitation. 

Historic preservation is a logical component of sustainability, since it 
basically amounts to recycling entire buildings. In fact, the word “preser- 
vation” is applicable to both sustainability and historic buildings, since in 
both cases the object is to save the environment for the future. Every time 
existing structures and their materials are reused, rather than demolished 
and discarded, an enormous amount of energy is saved. Extant buildings 
represent all of the resources that originally went into their production. 


Historic preservation is a logical component of sustainability, 
since it basically amounts to recycling entire buildings. 


The loss of historic buildings constitutes a waste of materials, a waste of 
the energy that went into the original production of those materials and 
a waste of the energy used to construct the building. Furthermore, dem- 
olition of an historic structure in order to replace it with a new building 
requires environmental resources for the demolition plus the expendi- 
ture of energy to create the new structure. 

On the surface, sustainability sounds as though it would not involve 
difficult choices as long as the designer chooses only materials designated 
by the manufacturer as sustainable. Actually, the decisions on use of mate- 
rials can be complex. Since there is no federal regulation of the term “sus- 
tainable” or “green” as applied to products, reading sales literature is not 
a reliable way of determining the nature of materials. Sustainability in- 
volves the production, use and ultimate disposal of materials. Making 
things requires energy and may produce undesirable byproducts (this is 
one of the reasons that historic preservation, which recycles rather than 
disposes of building materials, is a natural part of environmentally sen- 
sible design). Even items that are manufactured with as little energy as 
possible and that involve no dangerous components may be problemat- 
ic — they often end up in landfills because they cannot be recycled. 

People who work with sustainability use the term “embodied energy” 
to refer to the production, transport, insertion into a building, use and 
recycling costs of materials. These can add up quickly, with the result that 
reusing historic materials can make much more sense than replacing 
them. Historic buildings tend to be full of sustainable materials. Many old 
homes, for example, contain details in wood or plaster, both of which are 
natural materials. Linoleum is essentially made of linseed oil, which is 
obtained from the flax seeds; by comparison, vinyl flooring is a petrole- 
um product. Ceramic tile, which was so popular in the late-19th century 
(and is now enjoying a resurgence of popularity), is basically made of 
earth. If replacement is necessary, good selection of new materials in an 
historic building requires careful investigation of how they are made and 
exactly why they have been labeled as green or sustainable. 

In addition to the sustainability of materials, the sustainability of ar- 
chitectural features should be considered. Many historic houses were 
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erected before the age of artificial climate control and, consequently, 
were designed to utilize natural ventilation and light. Features such as 
awnings that shelter windows and reduce the need for air conditioning 
were historic attributes of some buildings and work just as well today to 
reduce energy consumption. Historic preservation projects that retain 
these features reduce energy consumption. 

However, not all recommendations for sustainability work well in res- 
toration projects. Generally speaking, solar panels should not be placed in 
conspicuous areas of historic buildings since they may take away from 
their historic character. 

Working toward both historic preservation and sustainability goals can 
involve potential conflict. While the goal of maximum energy efficiency 
might dictate replacing windows, preservation goals require retaining 
them if at all possible. Maximum energy savings might involve insulation 
types that can damage historic houses. Working successfully toward both 
goals requires carefully reading structures and creatively adapting sustain- 
ability concepts to fit particular structures. Simply following the recom- 
mendations of the U.S. Green Building Council’s Leadership in Energy 
and Environmental Design (LEED), a rating system that outlines green- 
building standards, without analyzing the idiosyncrasies of a particular his- 
toric building could result in loss of historic character. (At present, the 
LEED for Homes program is being developed.) However, it is possible to 
resolve differences. The city of Boulder, CO, for example, has sought to 
join the efforts of the Historic Preservation Program and the Office of 
Environmental Affairs to make it easier 
for homeowners to meet the goals of 
both preservation and sustainability. 

Repairing rather than replacing not 
only saves embodied energy; it also re- 
duces the amount of rejected features dumped in landfills. In addition 
to use of non-toxic materials, the restoration of an historic house in the 
Presidio in San Francisco, CA, included the use of renewable resources 
and salvaged materials. The Florence Griswold House Museum in Old 
Lyme, CT, incorporated geothermal heating and cooling into its res- 
toration. (See Period Homes, November 2006, page 16.) 

The ever-contentious Secretary of the Interior’s Standards for Rehab- 
ilitation of Historic Structures can be adhered to while still incorporat- 
ing sustainability into projects. It will, however, require effort to reconcile 
sometimes conflicting recommendations. Among the Department of the 
Interior’s Preservation Briefs are “Conserving Energy in Historic Build- 
ings” (Brief number 3) and “Heating, Ventilating and Cooling Historic 
Buildings” (Brief number 24). 

LEED has been criticized for stressing new technologies with insuffi- 
cient attention to historic buildings. But the intersection of historic pres- 
ervation and sustainability is increasingly attracting attention. Two years 
ago, The Association for Preservation Technology established its Technical 
Committee on Sustainable Preservation. Boulder’s Historic Preservation/ 
Environmental Sustainability Integration Project seeks to resolve conflicts 
between historic preservation and energy efficiency. The American Ins- 
titute of Architects’ 2006 conference of its Historic Resources Commit- 
tee chose to focus on sustainability. 

Those are all steps in the right direction, but, at present, most of the 
focus on sustainability is centered on new homes. This largely ignores 
the vast environmental possibilities offered by saving the buildings that 
already exist. m
